LOUISIANA

7. Assembly of God (Westwego) (Eastern District) - On April 15,1995, this church was

burned. A juvenile was convicted on state charges and sentenced to the Hope Y outh Ranch until
the age of 21.

MARYLAND

8. Thawley’s Chapel (Hillsboro)- On September 2,1996, this Caucasian church was burned.
Michael Everett, 19, pled guilty to state charges. Sentencing is pending.

MICHIGAN

9.Cass Community United Methodist Church (Detroit) (Eastern District) - On August 25,
1996, this Caucasian church was burned. Mike Roland, 20, pled guilty to state charges. He was
sentenced to two years under the Home Training Act.

MINNESOTA

10. Brooklyn Park Evangelical Free Church (Brooklyn Park)- On August 15,1996, this
Caucasian church was burned. A juvenile pled guilty to state charges. Sentencing is pending.

11. Grace Lutheran (Westbrook) - On June 20, 1996, this Caucasian church was burned. Two
juveniles were charged. One juvenile was convicted on state charges and sentenced to a
residential facility. Charges against the other juvenile remain pending.

MISSISSIPPl

12. Lynch Chapel United Methodist (Clinton) (Southern District) - On November 1,1995,
this African-American church was burned. Roosevelt Freeman Denson, 19, pled guilty to state
charges. He was sentenced to three years in prison with remission.

MISSOURI

13. Shilo Baptist Church (Kansas City) (Western District)

14. Ozark Primitive Baptist (Webster County) (Western District) - On May 5,1996, these
two Caucasian churches were burned. Timothy Erwin Robb, 29, and his cousin, Johnny Lee
Robb, Jr., 31, were each charged by the state with two counts of arson. Timothy Robb pled
guilty to both counts and was sentenced to seven years in prison on each count to be served
concurrentl y. Charges against Johnny Lee Robb remain pending.
